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PRIMARY ELECTION REFORM 


Politicians Not Favorably Taken 
With 
Proposed Rotmler Bill. 
Indianapolis, Ind., December 26.— 
Senator Roeniler's proposed p rimary 
reform bill will giv e the masses an 
opp ortu nity 
to 
exp ress 
themselv es 
throu gh their rep resentativ es in the 
legislatu re. 
The politicians are not 
losing any v alu able time in p rep ara­ 
tion for a fight, as it is not thou ght 
for a minu te that many of them will 
stand for the proposed change withou t 
being lick ed into line. 
It is ap p arent 
that it is a case of where the masses 
will hav e to rise u p and demand the 
reform if they are to receiv e it. 
Al­ 
ready many politicians are objecting 
to the proposition that candidates for 
state offices shall be nominated by di­ 
rect primary. They base their opposi­ 
tion on the grou nd that it wrou ld place 
su ch a high price on a nomination that 
only the rich cou ld afford tQ seek of­ 
fice. 
They hav e it figu red ou t that 
the su ccessfu l 
candidate 
wou ld 
be 
compelled to canv ass the state twice— 
once to land the nomination, and then 
to win at the polls. 
In addition they 
say he wou ld be pu t to an enormou s 
expense in adv ertising his candidacy 
and in pu tting np for the hu ndred and 
one little grafts for which a candidate 
is compelled to stand hitched. 
They 
declare that u nder su ch a system the 
game wou ld not be worth the candle 
and that good men cou ld not be ob­ 
tained. 
Many of the opponents to the 
Roemler plan 
hat they wou ld not 
be against an\ 
ire except the one 
prov iding for the nomination of the 
state tick et by direct v ote and doing 
away with the state conv ention. 


A promine nt p arty man predicted to­ 
day that the Roemler p rimary election 
bill will be the big thing of the legis­ 
latu re, ov ershadowing in interest and 
imp ortance any of the reform meas 
u res that are to be introdu ced. And it 
look s as if he has a chance to win ou t 
on his 
prediction 
if the gathering 
clou ds may be tak en as an indication 
of what is going to happen. 
The plan 
is su ch a radical dep artu re from any 
thing proposed in Indiana that it is 
believ ed that it will be in the center 
of the* legislativ e stage from the v ery 
ou tset, u nless its op p onents shou ld be 
able to crowd the life ou t of if before 
there is a chance for discu ssion. 
The 
significance of the m easu re is begin­ 
ning to dawn on the masses, who had 
not look ed for anything so far-reach­ 
ing as Senator Roemler proposes. The j 
sentiment in fav or of direct election 
of United States senators has expert-1 
enced a v ery healthy growth in Indi ; 
ana. and the chances are that nearly ; 
all of the members of the legislatu re 
will fav or a resolu tion u rging con | 
gress to call a special conv ention to j 
rev ise the constitu tion, bu t whether or < 
not the masses are ready for a ays-! 
tern u nder which the nominations for j 
ev ery office from a United States sen j 
ator, congressman, gov e rnor and on j 
doWm to the most insignificant town­ 
ship officials mu st be made in direct j 
p rimaries is a q u estion that probably 
the legislatu re will not be able to de­ 
termine. 


There is a large class of politicians 
of the machine type who are whetting 
their k niv es for the sole pu rpose of 
carv ing ou t the prov ision in the pro­ 
posed Roemler bill for reorganizing 
the state committee by direct primary. 
In both old parties there is an element 
that is afraid that it might hav e great 
difficu lty in holding its own ?n a direct 
primary. 
It will do what it can to 
p reserv e the p resent, system. 
Many 
adv ocates of direct primary are afraid 
that 
Senator 
Roemler 
has 
offered 
something joo radical for the state to 
adopt all at once, bu t it is ap p arent 
that his bill will hav e a lot of power­ 
fu l followers who will mak e a deter­ 
mined effort to hav e it enacted into a 
law. 
They will tak e a stand for the 
entire bill and will not talk comp rev 
mlse with anyone.

“The employment u nder au thority of 
the gov ernment as sentries of cru el, 
bru tish black s, chosen from hostile 
tribes, who mu rder, pillage and rape 
the people for whose protection the 
gov ernment is av owedly established 
The abu se of the nativ es by white 
rep resentativ es of officially recognized 
companies. 
“The binding of little children to 
years of labor at u ncertain wages by 
contracts they do not u nderstand and 
ev en more seriou s m altreatm ent of 
children su pposedly u nder the imme­ 
diate car« * of the gov ernment. 
"Great inju stice in the adm inistra­ 
tion of the cou rts, so that the nativ es 
dread the name of Boma, the place 
where the ju dicial system is central­ 
ized 
“The sending ou t of pu nitiv e expedi­ 
tions, not for the pu rpose of estab­ 
lishing peac» * and order, bu t for the 
pu rpose of forcing the nativ es into 
paying a tax. which as administered, 
ev en the commissioners regard as in­ 
hu man.
